The blo ck grants wo uld re­ 
place funding fo r 24 present 
aid-to -« ducatio n pro grams. 
'Die to tal amo unt in Fo rd’s 
request represents an increase 
o f $200 millio n in federal aid to 
educatio n in each o f the nex t 
three fiscal y ears. Federal aid 
to educatio n budgeted fo r fiscal 
1976 to taled $3.24 billio n. 
Co nso lidated under the blo ck 
grants wo uld be pro grams fo r 
elementary and seco ndary edu­ 
catio n, educatio n fo r the handi- 
capp^, adult educatio n and 
v o catio nal educatio n. 
‘‘The fo cus o f this blo ck grant 
will be o n impro v ed educatio nal 


o ppo rtunities fo r tho se with 
special needs — the handi­ 
capped and educatio nally de­ 
priv ed,” Fo rd said in his mes­ 
sage to Co ngressi 
A White Ho use spo kesman 
said the ‘‘educatio nally de­ 
priv ed” are perso ns in high- 
po v erty areas. 
'Die 
President’s 
pro gram 
wo uld require that 75 per cent 
o f a state’s allo catio n be spent 
o n the educatio nally depriv ed 
and the handicapped — and 
that v o catio nal educatio n co n­ 
tinue to receiv e suppo rt. 
The President urged pro mpt 
c(msideratio n o f his pro po sal, 
say ing it is designed to pro v ide 
minimum federal r^ulatio n 
and max imum lo cal co ntro l. 
‘‘Ev ery state will receiv e as 
much mo ney as it did in fiscal 
y ear 1976 under ex isting pro ­ 
grams,” Fo rd said. 
The reco mmendatio n is the*

grant pro po sal to Co ngress. He 
asked last week fo r blo ck 
grants co nso lidating health pro ­ 
grams and so cial serv ices. 
In his new budget, sent to 
Co ngress in January , Fo rd pro ­ 
po sed co nso lidating 59 federal 
health, educatio n, so cial-serv ies 
and child-nutritio n pro grams 
into blo ck grants to the states. 


Under the co nso lidatio n plan, 
o nly child-nutritio n spending 
wo uld be reduced significantly , 
by abo ut $9(X) millio n. 
State and lo cal go v ernments 
wo uld no lo nger be required to 
put up prescribed amo unts o f 
matching funds to receiv e fed­ 
eral mwiey fo r their pro grams.

President Fo rd is heav ­ 
ily fav o red, and has spent $2(X),- 
000 in an effo rt to ensure the 
v icto ry . 
Ro nald Reagan has no o ffi­ 
cial campaign under way in the 
state, altho ugh much o f his 
New Hampshire media adv er­ 
tising was seen here. 
Altho ugh 43 GOP delegates 
are at stake, Reagan’s No rth­ 
east co o rdinato r said his candi­ 
date do esn’t v iew Massachu­ 
setts as crucial. 
“Massachusetts is no t o ne o f

Nixon returns to his 
San Clemente estate 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Fo r­ 
mer President Richard Nix o n 
has returned to the priv acy o f 
his San Clemente co mpo und 
after a trip to China that drew 
htmo rs fro m his ho sts but criti­ 
cism fro m so me at ho me. 
There was no wo rd whether 
Nix ai wo uld meet with Secre­ 
tary o f State Henry Kissinger, 
who was o n the West Co ast at 
the Palm Springs ho me o f acto r 
Kirk Do uglas when Nix cm re­ 
turned o n Sunday fro m the 
eight-day trip. 
Sev eral Fo rd Administratio n 
and State Department (Oficiáis 
said during Nix o n’s jo urney 
that the fo rmer president wo uld 
be debriefed upo n his return, as 
wo uld any v isito r returning 
fro m China. Ho wev er, Kissin­ 
ger h» ^ said he wo uld ncrt do 
the debriefing himself. 


Nix o n is the o nly Westwro r 
to hav e had ex tensiv e co ntacts 
with the acting premier o f 
China, Hua Kuo -feng. While in 
China, he talked with Hua fo r 
two ho urs and met fo r mo re 
than an ho ur with Co mmunist 
Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
Wearing a gray pin-strip^ 
suit and his familiar American 
flag lapel piq, Nix o n smiled 
and wav ed Sunday as he and 
Mrs. Nix wi descended fro m the 
American-made Chinese air- 
liirer in which they went to and 
fro m China. They were greeted 
by their daughter, Tricia Nix o n 
Co x . 
’Two members o f the Chimse 
missio n to the United States 
were also o n hand, and the fw- 
mer president chatted bri^ y 
with them befwe leav ing^n a 
limo usine. 


Nix mi sho wed no o utward 
sigitt' o f the phlebitis in his 
right 1 ^ which had repo rtedly 
flared up during his trip, but he 
appeared weary aft« * the lo ng 
flight.

LUDOWICI, Ga. (N E A )- Not 
all th at v anish es in America is nos­ 
talgic. Th e fad ing away of corru p­ 
tion in th is tiny Sou th ern commu ni­ 
ty is instead , for th e nation as well 
as th e resid ents, a signal for joy 
and h ope. Good rid d ance to th e 
past in Lu d owici, it was awfu l. Th e 
fu tu re by comparison can’t be any ­ 
th ing bu t good . 
For as far back as any one re­ 
members, Lu d owici and su rrou nd ­ 
ing Long Cou nty were twin bas­ 
tions of repression in th e flats of 
Georgia timber cou ntry . Politics 
were controlled by a ru mpled old 
legal baron named Ralph Dawson, 
and th e law was in th e h and s of 
equ ally monarch ical Brown Jones. 
No one h eld office wh o d id n’t agree 
with th is majority of two, and woe 
be th ose wh o v iolated wh at passed 
for th e ru les. Ru le really . Say s a lo­ 
cal: “Th e only th ing Dawson and 
Jones d emand ed was th at th ey get 
th eirs and th ey d id te it, oh , th ey 
d id .” 
Wh at th ey got was a nationwid e 
repu tation for ru nning one of th e 
sleaziest cou nties in America. For­ 
mer Georgia Gov . Lester Mad d ox 
said it aptly enou gh : “Th e place is 
lou sy , rotten, corru pt, nasty and no 
good .” Th e sentiment was ech oed 
by an astonish ing nu mber of trav ­ 
eling Americans wh o from u nh ap­ 
py ex perience nicknamed Lu d owi­ 
ci “Th e Town With ou t Pity .” 
Located sou th west of Sav annah 
at th e crossroad s of wh at u sed to be 
major h igh way rou tes 301 and 82, 
Lu d owici became in th e 19 40-50s 
th e speed trap capital of th e nation. 
“Any bod y wh o came th rou gh got 
clipped ,” say s filling station opera­ 
tor J. D. Fu tch . Th e Fu tch station 
sits near th e location of th e town’s 
only traffic ligh t wh ere in th e old 
d ay s “You cou ld stand h ere all d ay 
long and watch th e boy s flag near 
ev ery car with an ou t of state 
plate.” Cau tion d id th e v isitors no 
good ; if th ey weren’t speed ing, 
th ey weren’t stopping at th e ligh t 
properly , or th ey were swerv ing 
ov er th e center line, or, in some 
cases, “th e boy s ju st got th em for 
going too slow.” 
Once got, th e rou tine nev er v ar­ 
ied . Police wou ld h arrass th e v ic­ 
tims with h eav y qu estions, th is to 
get th em properly worried , th en 


slap th em with h eav y fines. Pay ­ 
ment was immed iate, of cou rse, 
u su ally to a ju d ge, bu t sometimes 
to th e police wh o promptly pocket­ 
ed th e cash . Visitors with ou t means 
were treated with special sev erity , 
normally th e clink wh ere v isions of 
th e ch ain gang were implanted u n­ 
til su ch time as th e motorists came 
u p with money from h ome. 
Bu t traffic v iolations were only 
part of th e ru se. Present S8 ieriff 
Cecil Nobles, wh o was reared two 
miles ou tsid e of Lu d owici, say s 
th ere were u nlimited way s in 
wh ich th e locals separated th e 
tou rists from th eir money . Serv ice 
station attend ants ch ecking engine 
oil wou ld often fou l u p carbu retors, 
th en d irect th e motorists to a swin­ 
d le garage for “repairs.” Some 
stores h ad d ifferent prices for tou r­ 
ists th an for regu lars. Barkeeps of­ 
ten flimflammed cu stomers into 
pay ing for d ou ble th e d rinks, “we 
h ad d ice games, wh ores, con a r­ 
tists, y ou name it,” say s Sh eriff 
Nobles, “ ou r repu tation was 
earned .” 
Th e tu rnarou nd b ^ a n wh en 
Mad d ox su mmoned cou nty boss 
Dawson to h is Atlanta office—and 
th en promptly th rew h im ou t as a 
gestu re of contempt. Th e Inter­ 
state 9 5 was completed along th e 
coast, d raining away th e bu lk of 
cou ntry traffic. Finally , Dawson 
and h is v estpocket sh eriff passed 
on, presu mably to a clip joint in th e 
h ereafter—and th e old way s end ed . 
Nobles, a pu d gy man with a 
m aster’s d egree in elementary ed ­ 
u cation, say s in th e past cou ple of 
y ears th ings h av e been so clean, “I 
d on’t ev en see th e FBI mu ch any ­ 
m ore.” 
All is not pu rity , perh aps. No­ 
bles say s “we nev er u se th e road s 
for rev enu e now,” bu t th at is tru e 
only in so far as th e ord inary tou r­ 
ist is concerned . Police h ere h av e 
sh ifted emph asis to wh at th ey call 
“d ope ru nners,” wh ich may m ere­ 
ly be a kid with a pipefu l of pot. Th e 
fine is u p to $500, plu s some self- 
righ teou s postu ring by th e ill- 
trained local police wh o remain af­ 
flict ed with attitu d inal grille . 
On fair measu re, h owev er, Lu ­ 
d owici and Long Cou nty no longer 
get away with th e m u rd er of d ecen­ 
cy . Most people are fairly safe in 
th is part of th e nation again. 
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We believ e freed om is a gift from God and not a political grant from any gov ern­ 
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Uessings. Only wh en man is free to control h imself and aU h e prod u ces, can h e 
d ev elop to h is u tmost capabilities. 
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LAGOS (NEA)— Nigeria is u n­ 
likely to ch ange cou rse u nd er its 
new h ead of state. Gen. Obasanjo, 
th e former ch ief of staff, was Gen. 
Mu rtala Moh ammed ’s closest con­ 
fid ant and h e h as alread y v owed to 
continu e th e “d y namic” policies of 
h is assassinate friend . Th e su - 
ireme military cou ncil, wh ich col- 
ectiv ely makes all policy d eci­ 
sions, h as been left intact after th e 
both ced cou p attempt on Feb. 13. 
Col. Dimka of th e arm y ’s ph y sical 
training corps, wh o annou nce th e 
cou p on th e rad io and is alleged to 
h av e sh ot Gen. Moh ammed , is still 
on th e ru n; h e is said to h av e been 
at an all-nigh t ch ampagne party 
before h e acted . 
Col Dimka failed to rally any 
significant nu mbers of sold iers be­ 
h ind h is attempt, ev en in th e state­ 
ment by th e 1st infantry d iv ision’s 
command er th at th e trou ble was 
confined to Lagos may not be qu ite 
accu rate. Anoth er member of th e 
gov ernment lost h is life—Col Ibra­ 
h im Taiwo, gov ernor of Kwara 
state, wh o was kid napped , sh ot and 
bu rieid in th e morning of th e failed 
cou p. 
Th ere h av e been reports of a r­ 
rests in Ibad an in th e west, wh ere 
th e 2nd infantry d iv ision is sta­ 
tioned , and of d istu rbances at Kano 
in th e north . Th is last report h as 
been strongly d enied by th e gov ­ 
ernment, and th e Reu ters corre­ 
spond ent was ex pelled for pu tting 
it ou t. 


Brink me ie r c omme nts 
At th e present time th ere are 
many well intentioned bu t ill-in­ 
formed people circu lating th ree 
proposals for state constitu tional 
amend ments. 
Of th ese, only th e ad v ance-sal- 
ary amend ment h as merit, and . 
th at is probably u nnecessary be­ 
cau se th e General Assembly h as 
alread y ch anged th e law on legisla­ 
tor’s salary . After Jan. 12, 19 77, 
legislators will no longer be able to 
d raw two y ears’ pay in ad v ance. 
Th e new law allows members to 
take th eir salaries in month ly pay ­ 
ments or in a one-y ear lu mp su m. I 
am confid ent most members will 
opt for month ly pay ments. 
Alth ou gh I wou ld fav or a law re­ 
qu iring legislators to receiv e th eir 
salaries in month ly pay ments, I 
sh ou ld point ou t th at th is will not 
resu lt in a su bstantial gain to th e 
state; th e cost of writing th is in­ 
creased nu mber of ch ecks and d e­ 
liv ering th em is not negligible. 
Howev er, to ach iev e th is ch ange by 
means of a constitu tional amend ­ 
ment is, as Samu el Witwer so well 
pu t it, “Like u sing a sh otgu n to kill 
a gnat.” 
F u rth erm ore, th is proposed 
constitu tional amend ment wou ld 
probably be ru led inv alid by th e 
cou rt. 
Anoth er of th ese amend ments 
proh ibits legislators from v oting on 
issu es wh ere th ey h av e a “conflict 
of interest as a resu lt of personal, 
family , or financial interest in a 
bill.” Th e amend ment d oes not 
spell ou t precisely wh at is a con­ 
flict. 
Let’s look at a practical ex am­ 
ple. Illinois is one of th e biggest ag­ 
ricu ltu ral states in th e Union. We 
h av e a nu mber of farmers in th e 
Hou se, 11 in th is session. Bills on 
agricu ltu re are common: Em er­ 
gency loans, flood relief, env iron­ 
mental requ irements, special tax 
ex emptions, to name ju st a few. We 
constantly pass bills to h elp Illinois 
agricu ltu re, and th u s h elp th e Illi­ 
nois economy . Bu t any farm er wh o 
gets elected to th e legislatu re 
wniild be nroh ih itpH fwim % m f i n a nn 


Kano is th e center of north ern 
ch au v inism and it was th ere th at a 
pogrom against Ibos took place in 
19 6 6 , before th e Biafra war. Any 
su ggestion th at someth ing similar 
is in th e offing cou ld h av e seriou s 
consequ ences th rou gh ou t th e cou n­ 
try . 
Gen. Obasanjo, wh o is a Yoru ba 
from th e west, h as taken care to 
cement th e alliance with th e north ­ 
ern Hau sas by appointing as ch ief 
of staff Brigad ier Sh eh u ar Yar 
Ad u a, th e former transport minis­ 
ter. He is cred ited with being be­ 
h ind most of th e more rad ical poli­ 
cies of General Md h ammed , also a 
Hau sa. He was responsible for 
clearing u p th e appalling conges­ 
tion in Lagos port and th e cement 
scand al wh ich th reatened to wreck 
Nigeria’s economy . 
N igeria 
h ad been mov ing 
toward more left-wing policies u n­ 
d er Gen. Moh ammed , and th e 
pressu re is still in th at d irection. 
Th ere h as been th e pred ictable stu ­ 
d ent d emonstration to claim th at 
th e CIA was beh ind Gen. Moh am­ 
m ed ’s m u rd er becau se h e h ad su p­ 
ported th e Popu lar Mov ement in 
Angola. 
Last week th e British h igh com­ 
mission was attacked after it h ad 
been d iscov ered th at Col. Dimka 
h ad called on th e h igh commission­ 
er and d emand ed a teleph one call 
to th e former Nigerian lead er, Gen.

Any pu blic figu re, h igh or low, 
wh o attempts to take a mod erate 
stand on th e increasingly ex plosiv e 
issu e of abortion d oes so at h is per­ 
il. 
Latest ev id ence of th is was th e 
criticism im m ed iately v oiced 
against Presid ent Ford by both 
pros and antis for h is recent state­ 
ment th at h e believ es th e Su preme 
Cou rt’s 19 73 d ecision “went too 
far” and th at h e fav ors a constitu ­ 
tional amend ment th at wou ld leav e 
th e regu lation of abortion u p to th e 
ind iv id u al states. 
Th ese were figh ting word s to 
ex tremists on th e one sid e, wh o 
want a flat constitu tional ban on 
abortion—period . Th ey were also 
d ispleasing to ex tremists on th e 
oth er sid e, wh o contend th at a 
woman sh ou ld h av e an absolu te 
and u nrestricted righ t to an abor­ 
tion. 
Th e cou rt’s d ecision d id , in fact, 
confer th at righ t d u ring th e first 
th ree month s of pregnancy wh ile 
giv ing th e states v ary ing d egrees 
of control d u ring th e remaining 
month s, inclu d ing ou trigh t proh ibi­ 
tion in th e final trim ester ex cept in 
cases inv olv ing th e moth er’s life or 
h ealth . 
To mod erates, if th ere are any 
left, th is was th e most reasonable 
compromise th at cou ld be mad e on 
a qu estion th at can nev er be re­ 
solv ed to ev ery one’s satisfaction. 
Bu t emotion, not reason, ru les th is 
issu e, and in th e controv ersy ov er 
“righ ts”—th e u nborn ch ild ’s, th e 
m oth er’s, 
society ’s—mod eration 
sad ly seems to be becoming less 
and less a v irtu e. 
How, for ex ample, is one to rea- 
d on with a pregnant woman, wh o 
insists in a letter to a newspaper 
colu mnist th at sh e lov es th e d ev el­ 
oping fetu s with in h er “ev ery bit as 
mu ch ” as sh e lov es h er alread y 
born ch ild ren, th at wh ile no one h as 
th e righ t to force h er to h av e an 
abortion, sh e d oes not necessarily 
h av e th e righ t to forbid abortion to 
aU oth er women? 


At th e same time, some pro­ 
abortionists h av e d one mu ch to fu el 
emotions by ru bbing th eir legal 
v ictory in th e pu blic’s face. Su ch 
th ings as billboard s ad v ertising 
abortion serv ices and d emand s for 
pu blfc su bsid ization of abortion 
clinics h av e been h igh ly offensiv e 
to many people, not all of wh om are 
totally opposed to abortion u nd er 
any circu mstances. 
Many people are also Concerned 
th at too-easy abortion is su pplant­ 
ing birth control meth od s—among" 
th em old -fash ioned ch astity —as 
th e “contraceptiv e” of ch oice, w ith : 
a consequ ent erosion of morality . 
Pro-abortionists cannot d ismiss 
th ese concerns ligh tly , or pretend ' 
th at abortion is any th ing bu t a 
ch oice between ev ils. Bu t neith er* 
can anti-abortionists ignore th e 
fact th at wh at th ey propose wou ld 
resu lt in oth er ev ils—a retu rn to 
backstreet bu tch ery , abortion for 
th e rich bu t not for th e poor, in­ 
creasing d isrespect for th e law. 
Th e Presid ent’s recommend a­ 
tion, we believ e, carries ju st th is 
kind of d anger. 
In th ose states wh ich ou tlawed 
abortion, abortions wou ld still con-, 
tinu e, ex cept th at th ey wou ld again 
be u nd ergrou nd . M ore liberal 
states wou ld find th emselv es be­ 
coming abortion meccas, mu ch as 
New York was before th e Su preme 
Cou rt’s d ecision. 
In all states, intense pressu res 
wou ld be brou gh t to bear against 
th e legislatu res from both sid es, 
prolonging th is qu estion end lessly 
and u selessly and ensu ring th at th e, 
nation wou ld continu e to be racked ' 
with controv ersy and d issension. 
Bu t wh eth er one agrees or d isa­ 
grees with Mr. Ford , h is attem pt to- 
arriv e at a position consistent with 
h is own morality and h is v iew of 
wh at is best for all Americans—an 
attem pt we believ e was sincere, 
and h onest notwith stand ing any 
political consid eration th at migh t 
h av e been inv olv ed —certainly d oes 
not d eserv e th e scorn th at some 
people h av e h eaped u pon h im .

CASE G-619: Martha D., aged 
36, has a universal sex worry. 
“Dr. Crane,” she began, “I 
am afraid my husband is losing 
his romantic interest in me. 
“For he is making caustic re­ 
marks about my fat tummy and 
excess weight. 
“And he keeps calling my at­ 
tention to slender sirens, half 
my age. 
“So I’d like to go on your fa­ 
mous dehydration diet and take 
off 20 pounds before Easter.” 
Lose 10 Lbs. 
Dieting is really easier in cool 
weather, for then we use up 
more calories to keep our body 
temperature at the 98.6-degree 
point. 
This dehydration diet will lop 
off 10 pounds in the first 10 
days, which keeps the dieter’s 
morale high. 
And it doesn’t involve any 
drugs that race your heart and 
thus penalize that faithful “mo­ 
tor,” when you should be focus­ 
sing on your stomach! 
Here’s how men and women 
can safely slenderize quickly: 
(1) Limit your total liquid in­ 
put to just one 8 oz. glass the 
first day; then two glasses the 
second and three from the third 
day through the 10th. 
This restriction in fluid intake 
will make your mouth feel cot­ 
tony so your attention shifts 
from food to a desire for liquids. 
Many dieters pour a glass of 
water into the ice cube tray, 
then suck on a wafer of ice, say­ 
ing it checks thirst better. 
(2) Limit your food intake 
meanwhile to 800 calories daily 
for women and 1,200 for men. In 
three days your stomach will 
shrink somewhat and thus reg­ 
ister “full” on less calories. 
(3) Include at least 400 calor­ 
ies worth of protein foods, for 
your muscles require fresh pro­ 
tein every day, though you have 
plenty of sugar and fat stored in 
your body. 
(4) shop around for items that 
give you reasonable bulk with 
low calorie value. 
A medium hot dog counts ap­ 
proximately 100 calories, as 
does a banana, and a whole 
head of lettuce is about that 
same figure. 
Cottage cheese is an excellent 
source of protein and it counts 
only about 200 calories per cup 
(8 oz.), yet that will fill your 
shrunken stomach pretty well. 
(5) Ladle your calorie quota 
on your plate in the kitchen and 
then carry it to the dinner table, 
so no extra food will be visible! 
(6) Preferably, eat alone, for 
the presence of other diners 
makes a “full” person consume 
a lot more. 
The German scientist Bayer 
thus showed that when a hun­ 
gry hen ate alone, she’d stop af­ 
ter consuming 50 grams of 
wheat, but she’d eat 60 per cent 
more if a second hen was with 
her and she’d devour still more 
if three hungry hens began eat­ 
ing beside her! 
(7) Go low on caffeine drinks, 
such as coffee, tea and cola 
beverages for they stimulate 
more hunger. 
If you think you MUST have a 
little coffee, take half a cup at 
breakfast; then save your re­ 
maining fluid quota for fruit 
juices, milk and water later in 
the day.

Cooper has trouble 
trying to make news 
T o d ay in Histo ry

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
; Richard Cooper says he isn’t 
sure just what news is, but he’s 
positive he isn’t making it. How­ 
ever, the 36-year-old millionaire 
businessman says he still feels 
he has a shot at the Republican 
nomination for governor in the 
March 16 primary election. 
“ ...I don’t know. I’ve been 
asked ‘How come you’re not 
making news?’ and I don’t 
know why we’re not making 
news,” said Cooper, who to 
gain publicity has worked at 
various jote such as harvesting 
crops and helping on a poultry 
truck. 
Cooper called a news confer­ 
ence Friday to restate two pro­ 
posals he already had put forth 
in his campaign. 
One was to create a special 
prosecutor, independent of any 
single government branch, to 
investigate official corruption. 
The other was to reduce the 


niunber of state agencies and 
departments from 59 to nine, a 
plan he illustrated by holding 
up two large organizational 
charts. 
Then the owner of Weight 
Watchers of Chicago, Inc., was 
asked why he held the news 
conference to present the pro­ 
posals a second time. 
‘‘Well, I’d like it to make 
new s,” he said. “ ...I think 
the polls show we don’t have 
yet much name recognition.” 
‘‘I’ve traveled around with 
these charts all over the state 
and showed them up and held 
them up, and I have no idea of 
what it takes to make news,” 
said Cooper. 
Cooper had said earlier he 
didn’t expect to defeat Jam es 
Thompson, former U.S. attor­ 
ney, for the Republican guber­ 
natorial nomination.

“Jolie G abor," coau thored by 
Cindy Adams in whose elegant 
Fifth Av enu e apartm ent the 
interv iew takes place. 
“ I think this is a women’s 
du ty , to be beau tifu l,” Jolie 
say s, clapping her hand to her 
chest and closing her ey es 
dram atically . “ She m u st be. 
Alway s she can do something. 
She m akes a new hairdo, she 
makes a new make-u p. If the 
nose isn’t good, she fix es it. 
That is why I write the book. 
It’s nev er too late for a new 
look, a new bu siness, a new 
hu sband or lov er. When we 
think life is ov er, it’s alway s to 
begin.” 
She’s qu ite the operator, this 
little blonde coqu ette dressed in 
beige blou se and skirt, beige 
boots, cranberry v est — cu t 
long for her fu ll figu re — and 
m atching cranberry hat angled 
ju st so. 
And, of cou rse, there’s the 
jewelry . The rhinestone chains,

Three dau ghters and 22 storm 
y ears later, still not an actress, 
she “went ou t from Vilmos’ 
life,” after opening her own 
profita ble jew elry shop in 
Bu dapest. 
“ I had ev ery thing to be happy 
in my m arriage: 
the most 


beau tifu l v illa, fiv e serv ants 
and I am so u nhappy becau se 
lov e is the most im portant. 


“ I told alway s the girls, look 
here children, money is good, 
and y ou will be actresses and 
m arry kings, bu t when y ou can 
su pport y ou rself is best. You 
will not be a wife to a v ery rich 
m an who makes a slav e from 
y ou . I was a grande dam e with 
all the men arou nd me to adore 
m e and m ay be I tau ght them to 
want this, too, bu t I tell y ou 
som ething: ev ery woman lov es 
this.” 


She thinks for a moment. 
“ May be this is why the children 
div orce so mu ch. When they are 
m arried fiv e, six y ears and the 
m arriage is boring, they look 
for happiness.”

been 17 m arriages among the 
fou r Gabor women, with Jolie 
and Magda tied at three each, 
the lowest nu mber.

D ear Ann: There were an es­ 
tim ated 40,000 rapes in Chicago 
last y ear. Only 4,000 w ere re­ 
ported, largely becau se most 
women felt they wou ld not be 
believ ed or feared being insu lt­ 
ed by au thorities and hu m iliat­ 
ed in cou rt. Only 129 of the 
rapes reported ended in a con­ 
v iction. 
A lthou gh 
a ttitu d e s 
are 
changing there are still many 
my ths abou t rape. You cou ld 
help im m easu rably by printing 
this letter. 
Most people think rapes are 
com m itted in dark alley s by 
perv erted strangers who can no 
longer control their sex u al de­ 
sires. The tru th is that 48 per 
cent of all reported rapes are 
perpetrated by someone known 
to the v ictim and 51 per cent oc­ 
cu r in the home of the v ictim or 
rapist. Only 16 per cent of the 
rapes in a Philadelphia stu dy 
were not planned in adv ance. 
Ninety per cent of the conv icted 
rapists tested ou t as “psy cho­ 
logically norm al”—-no different 


than m ost m en walking the 
streets. 
Most rapists choose their v ic­ 
tim s becau se of their v u lnera­ 
bility (liv ing alone, car trou ble, 
no one arou nd, phy sically or 
m entally incapacitated, etc.), 
not becau se they are sex y -look- 
ing. We hav e had calls concern­ 
ing v ictim s from 2 to 90 y ears of 
age. 
Perhaps the most dam aging 
my th of all is th at rape is moti­ 
v ated by sex u al needs. Psy ­ 
chologists, 
psy chiatrists and 
rapists them selv es adm it it is 
the desire to dom inate and hu ­ 
m iliate that cau ses rape. Sex is 
only the method by which the 
rapist achiev es these goals. 
Most rapists a re m arried or 
hav e another sex u al partner. 
What they really want is the 
feeling of power that comes 
from controlling someone else’s 
life. Women who are raised to 
be passiv e and are u nskilled in 
defending them selv es a re natu ­ 
ral v ictim s. 
R is tim e the m y ths abou t 


rape w ere debu nked. They are 
dam aging to the v ictim s who 
are hu m iliated and bru talized, 
then told they probably enjoy ed 
it or wanted it. These my ths are 
an indictm ent against a society 
that allows half of its popu lation 
to liv e in constant fear of attack 
and continu es to place the 
blam e on the v ictim s. Thank 
y ou —Linda Reinshagen, Vic­ 
tim Serv ices Coordinator, R ape 
Crisis, Inc., Chicago. 
D ear Linda: You r letter has 
m ade an ex cellent contribu tion 
to u nderstanding. Thank y ou 
for writing. 
D ear Ann: W hat’s the m atter 
with m e? My life is a mess and I 
don’t know why . 
I qu it high school to m arry a 
foreigner. My m other thou ght 
he had money . She was right, 
bu t I cou ld nev er get my hands 
on any of it. He was so stingy I 
had to steal from his wallet to 
bu y groceries. The m arriage 
lasted 11 months. 
For the nex t y ear I went with 
° man who owned a restau rant 


where I worked. He and his wife 
fou ght like cats and dogs. He 
kept promising they ’d be di­ 
v orced and then he’s m arry me. 
Finally I said, “Now or nev er.” 
He went to the priest for per­ 
mission and the priest said he 
shou ld stay with his wife. (They 
had six children.) 


The nex t man I fell in lov e 
with tu rned ou t to be a homo­ 
sex u al who was u sing m e for a 
cov er. I wasted a y ear and a 
half on that rat. I nearly had a 
nerv ou s breakdown and mov ed 
in with my sister and her hu s­ 
band. One night I got dru nk and 
had an affair with my brother- 
in-law. My sister cau ght u s and 
threw m e ou t. Please tell me 
why I am hav ing so mu ch hard 
lu ck.—Jinx ed 


D ear J .: It’s not y ou r lu ck 
th a t’s hard, honey , it’s y ou r 
head. Get some cou nseling and 
learn why y ou su bconsciou sly 
set y ou rself u p for disasster.

It 
peaks at ju st the right tim e 
when w inter appetites need a 
fresh wink of spring coming. 
M arketing specialist with the 
USDA’s Agricu ltu ral M arket­ 
ing Serv ice reports grapefru it is 
ex pected to be u p 14 per cent 
from last season’s crop.

re port inc re a se s. F lorid a ’s 
early crop is forecast u p 12 per 
cent; T ex as’ crop u p 50 per cent 
ov er last y ea r’s crop; and the 
Arizona forecast is a 12 per cent 
increase.

DE KALB - What was the 
earth’s su rface like du ring the 
earliest geological periods? 
To find ou t, geol(^ist Eu gene 
Perry is analyzing some of the 
world’s oldest rocks in his 
Davis Hall laboratory on the 
Northern Illinois University 
campu s.

“To do any thing else 
wo u ld be su bjected to who kno ws what 
u nkno wn terro rs.” 
« Veeck, who g o t permissio n, fro m 
fello w o wners to buy the White 
Sqx la te 
la st y ea r, fig ures his mo v e will g iv e him 


an edge o n o ther clu bs. 
“Of the 25 p lay ers, 10 had been inv ited 
to o u r regu lar camp ,” he said. “We felt 
tho se 10 had at least an o u tside chance o f 
making o u r clu b o r we wo u ldn’t hav e 
inv ited them. 
“If this thing is settled in a few day s 
. .. then we will be able to p u t a team o n 
the field to p lay schedu led ex hbitio n 
games witho u t risking starting fello ws 
to o early and the risk o f inju ry .” 
He has created fu ro r amo ng fello w 
ex ecu tiv es, su ch as Minneso ta’s Clark 
Griffith who called he actio n “stu p id . .. 
v ery narro w-minded . . . self-serv ing.” 
Bu t Veeck said, “I co u ldn’t care less. 
Ho w can y o u damage it, relatio nship with 
o ther o wners? Obv io u sly , it was no t v ery 
go o d to start with.

“They say the want u nity and to do 
what they want,” he added. “I want u nity 
to o , bu t why no t do what I want?

Veeck is no t a member o f the o wners’ 
Play ers Relatio ns Co mmittee ho lding its 
23rd sessio n with p lay ers’ rep resenta­ 
tiv es here, and, he admitted, “no t p riv y 
to what they ’re do ing.” 


What they ’re do ing is the same thing 
they ’v e already do ne in Lo s Angeles, 
Chicago , Philadelp hia and New Yo rk. 
The last sessio n, in New Yo rk Friday , 
resu lted in a cau tio u s ap p raisal by bo th 
sides o n the p ro gress made to ward a 
co mp ro mise so lu tio n o n the reserv e 
ru les. 


The o wners ap p arently are waiting 
fo r a three-ju dge federal co u rt p anel to 
decide o n their ap p eal o f arbitrato r Peter 
Seitz’ December ru ling, which was 
u p held by a federal co u rt in Kansas City . 
Seitz said the renewal clau se, p art o f 
all p lay ers, 1976 indiv idu al co ntracts and 
the ex p ired general labo r p act, allo ws a 
p lay er to beco me a free agent o ne y ear 
after he fu lfills his co ntractu al co m­ 
mitments.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
slight rise in the prices which 
farmers received for raw agri­ 
cultural products in the month 
ending Feb. 15 was “ pretty 
much what we expected,” a top 
agriculture department econo­ 
mist says. 
The department’s crop re­ 
porting board said Friday that 
those national average prices 
for food and fiber products at 
the farm rose one half of 1 per 
cent. 
As a composite figure, the 
prices ended up 11 per cent 
above the level of mid Febru­ 
ary 1975. 
They had fallen one half of 1 
per cent between mid Decem­ 
ber and mid January, after a 
one-month climb of 1 per cent. 
USDA staff economist J. 
Dawson Ahalt said the board’s 
report “ doesn’t change any­ 
thing of significance in our esti­ 
mates” for either consumer 
food prices or farm prices this 
year. 
The department’s retail-price 
projections would work out to 
an over-all increase this year of 
5 to 6 per cent above the 1975 
average level of prices. 
Secretary Earl Butz repeat­ 
edly points to signs of another 
solid year for total farm in­ 
come, mainly because of con­ 
tinued strong foreign demand 
for U.S. farm products. 
That factor was re-empha- 
sized Friday before and after 
the report was issued. 
Markets were buzzing with 
indications the Soviet Union is 
returning to the U.S. grain 
markets after a four-month ab­ 
sence, and late in the day an 


assessment came from USDA 
that the Russians’ winter grain 
crops may have been damaged 
by cold, dry weather. 
The board said higher prices 
for wheat, cattle, calves, hogs 
and potatoes contributed most 
to what increases there were in 
the prices from Jan. 15 to Feb. 
15. 
Lower prices for milk, let­ 
tuce, eggs, celery and tomatoes 
brought the level down, it said. 
Of the major basic com­ 
modities, 
the 
food 
grains 
showed the greatest advances. 
Rice, at $7.55 per 100 pounds, 
was 32 cents below last month 
and $3.75 below a year ago, and 
rye also was down. But the 
$3.66 average price for wheat 
was a gain of 23 cents for the 
month, enough to push the in­ 
dex up 6 per cent. 
Nonetheless, that wheat price 
was 29 cents a bushel below 
year-ago 
levels 
and

farmers are said to blame the 
Ford administration for the 
drop.
